AN ACCOMPT 

Concernittg the '^2iths of Avi&rh and JlungatVj m aI[o J»»e 
Stone-Qsarrries, Talcum rsocks, &c. in thoje fsrts : ly the 
fame hmd, 

IN order to anCwer forae of the other ^eriesi I here prefent 
you with this Accompt concerning^4fi&/,and fomt other fub- 
je^s, contained thexeio. 

Baden is a little City in J»fim, four Gernaan miles South- 
ward from r/V»;;4, fcated on a plain, but nigh unto a ridge of 
hills, which are the excurfions of Mount Cf^/W, It is much re- 
forted unto by reafqn of the Natural Baths of that place, wherein 
the Springs are fonumerous, as to afford convenient Bathsj two 
within the Town, five without the Wall, and 2 beyond a rivolct 
called Smchet. 

The Dukes- Bath is thelargeft, about 20 feet fquare, in the 
middle of an houfe of the fame figure, built over it. The Va- 
pour paffes, through a tunnel of wo£>d, at the top : and the Wa- 
ter is conveyed into the bottom of the Bath, at one corner, 
through woodden pipes and trees, under the Town-wall, from 
the Spring head, which rifeth at a httle diflance Wcfl-ward, 
The Springs of the reft of the Baths rife under them, and are 
let in through holes of the Planch er, for all the Bathsare wain- 
fcoted, the feats, fides and bottoms being made of Firre, The 
Water for the mofi; part is clear and tranfparent, yet fomewhac 
blewiih, and makeththe skin appear pale in it, as doth the 
fmoak of Brimftone. It coioreth Metals ("except Gold, whofc 
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colour ie alfo heightens) tuw^kig* tbem ibdick la $ few mifltites. 
The Coy n of this Country, mixt of €6ppe*isndS;ilver,(h5ving 
■Jy of Silveri and •rVofCopper.)'isinamiAucestimeturiv'dfrom 
a white into a dark yellow, and foon after bedomes black. To 
the Mofs and Plants, which it waflieth, it gives a fine green co- 
lour, and leaves often afcum upon them of a Purple mixtwith 
white. As it runs from the Spring-head, it fomewhat re- 
fembles the Sulphur-river in the way from Thdi to Rom , 
but is not fo flrong or ftinking , nor doth it incruftate its 
banks. 

The Spring-head is alfo eonfiderable, in regard that it rifeth 
nnder a rocky hill at fomediftance from the entrance into it: 
For, I patf d tQ it, abotit the length of 40. yardsjthrcmgh an Ar- 
ched paflTage cut in the rock, which is alfo- a natural ftove, (as* 
that of Triula and Bajx ) made by the hot Bath water run- 
ning under it. Moft part of this Cave is incruflated with a white' 
fubllance, by them called .Jrf/f-iB^^fr, whereof I have fent you- 
fome, A t the moutfaiof the Cave it becomes hai^:e<' and ftony . 
I cauledfotrie of the pipes, thK)ugh which the Batli-w*ater runs, 
to be opened, and from the upper part of the pipe^ I took fome 
quantity of fiiieSuiphur in powder, fomewhat likePfowersof 
Brimflrone; this being as 'twere, fublimed from the water, and 
not depofed, being found in the upper part of the pipe, oleum- 
Sulph. per campamm dropped into this water, isTeceivcd into 
it quietly. okHmtart.perdeliqmumaxAtih an ebuUkion, as in 
the making olTartarumFitrieUtum. 

Thefecond Bath within rhe Wall is- that of our Ladj, about, 
1 a foot broad, and 24 long. One end of it is under a Church of 
thefamename. This is fuller of Sulphur than thereft, and more 
blew,and Icaveth a yellow Flower upoathe boards, as the others, 
doe a white. 

The third is tlie New Bath, out.of the Town nigh the Gate? 
which when I faw was full of people finging. 

The fourth, the ^ms ■ 5;»;'^,wHich harh a partition in the mid- 
dle to-feparate the men from the Women. 

The fifth, St.^ohss Bath, of a Triangular form.

Matmers'-dorfft feateduncfer'anHill on.the £aft-fide of the 
riverZtf7/*hatkorieiyx»ne Bath, itrifeth undefa Church,- built 
over the Sprin^'hcad.. iT-h? waterofit iilaJc&«jarni,and there- 
fore c[i^yboyl it iagreatrCoppets, when they defile it hotter, 
and,bath:inT«bbs,liU*dwith this boyled water. From the. fub" 
fiance, which flicks to the Coppers in boyling, it- is collefted , 
that it is iinf»rcgn:(ted with Sulphur, Salr-peter'andtChalk. This 
water colour-eth the ftoncsid itof-a fair green tike a'Turkois ; 
and the Stean* (>f itiWhicij^bieJcs itOitheMoTsiunder theChurch> 
turns' into drops pf Gold -or Amber. 

Dottij <i Hungarian miles from C<>w<jrvt in Hungary, famous 
for being watered with great numbers of Springs,.hath aU'o Sulr 
phuiepus Bachs» fsid to be warm in Winten I was there in 
March zuio^.Qkr, and both times found their warmth very ce- 
mifs, fcarc$! pcrceivcable. In r colour they are blewiftij and; to 
tafteacid. The ^eens-kAth and the Great-Sath rife in a Marfb, 
North-ward of theCaule, Theieis another Bath in. the Gover- 
nors garden within th? Town. They are ufed asthofe oi Ma?}- 
ners dorf\ by being bpyl'd, and powr'd into Bathing tubbs, 

htB4'kti twoHungar. mile\frGm Fniftat^ in a Meadow, I 
took notice of 15. Baths : Andthereh ve been more^ but the 
river ^^^44^ eatet;; away the banks, and fwallows up the Baths, 
and into t!jree of thefe 1 5. it hath alfo broke in. The Water of 
thefe is like to that oibaden in Aujlria ; it leaves a white Sedi- 
ment 



raent upoft the Mofs and places it vvalhethj and tin(5iureth metals 
black: which:! experimented by patting money into itj and 
flicking fome into the ground over^which the water paffeth, 
that part, which was in theground, retained its own colour, 
and the other part in the -Bath- water acquired a Coal-black. 
1 hefe Bathes are open, and very hot. 

The hnhs- o^ Boimtz, nigh the river N'itra'in Hungary, are of 
amoderat gentle heat, delightful to bath in, much beautifi'd 
by Count Palf Palatine of Hungarj : And all of them covered 
under onelargeroof. The fir-ft is the Noblemens Bath, built of 
(lone defcendcd into on all fides by ftone-ftayres. Four more 
there are of Wood, but very handfomly and well built. 

At Stub'n,'^ Hungarian miles from Ncwfol, and ifrom chrem- 
wf^j, neaf.'to a rivolet, are divers Ba'tte of great esteem, and 
much frequented ; the vvater whereof is clear, and fmells of 
Sulphur^ the fediment green, ft colours the wood ovtr ic 
green and black, but does not change the colour of metals fo 
foon as moft others. I left money in it a whole nighr, which 
was yet but faintly coloured. The Springs arife under- neath, 
and pafs thorough the holes in the plancher of the Baths. The 
heat thereof is anfwerableto t' e ir/«^j-J?4//?' in England. Thefe 
Baths are 7. The fiiff, is the Noblemans Bath. The fecond, 
theGentlemans. The third, the Countiy-manS; T he fo urth, 
the Country- womans. The fifth, the Beggars-bath. Thefixt, 
for fuch as are infefted with the LuesVenerea. The feventh^the 
Bath of the Gifftes •, of whom there are many in thofe parts. 
Thefe Baths arena plain, eocompaffed en all fides with hills. 
Thenieheft unto them are towards the Eaff 5 and it is the fame 
ridge of hills, v'hich on the other fide are fo rich in Metals. 

Clas-Hitien^ an Hungarian mile, or about 7. Engl ifh- miles 
i:om Schemmtz, hathfiveBaths 5 two of which are large. It 
depofes a red. fediment, and incruftates the wood and leatesof 
the Bath under water withaflony fubftance, and it guildeth 
Silver. But the moft remarkable of thefe Baths is that, which 
is called the Jfwf4//»^ Bath, whofe hot Springs drain thorough 
an hill, and fall into a Bafh, built to receive them ; at one 
end of which, by afcending, I went into a Cave, which is made 
a noble Stove by the heat of thefe Therme^ and fo order 'd with 
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Seats, that everyone who fits in it, eithei: by chufingaa high- 
er or lower feaCj may regulate his fweating, or iajoy what de- 
cree of heat he defireth^ This Cave,as alfo the iides of the Bath, 
are covercd,by tt e continual dropping otthefe hot fprings, with 
a red, white and green fubftance ; the red and green make the 
beft fliew; but the white is ufed againft the Stone,and cureth Ul- 
cers and fore backs of horfes. 

Eifen-hach^ about 4Englifb m^&iixomGlas-Hitten} and 5>or 
6. from Sehcmniz,^ hath alfo hot Baths j which I fuppofe are 
thofe inquired after in your laft Qgeftion. Here are fent you di- 
vers pieces of that fedimcnt and ftonCjtaken out of thefe Baths 5 
and one, wkich I took from the end of a Spout, through which 
thefe 7herm<s had fwrnerlypaffed. The wood ftill fticks to the 
bottom of it, but is not turned into ftoneCas you may fee:) Yet 
1 have fcen great trees, plac'd at the top or fuperficies of the wa- 
ter in the Bath, which have fuffered petrifaction. Here are two 
convenient Baths, much frequented} and a third, which is made 
by the water let out of the former, called the Snakis-yath^ from 
the number of Snakes comitjg into and dehghting in it, when 
it is filled with thefe warm waters. 

The natural Baths of Buda are eftcem'd thenobleftof Ext ope, 
not only in refped of the large and hot fprings, but the magni- 
ficence of ther Buildings. For the r»rjfej bath very much, and, 
though little curious inmoft of their private houfes, yet are they 
very fumptUDus in their Publick Buildings , as their C^rf;>j or 
Caravanfaras, Mofcks, Sri4geszttd ^4*^/ declare. 

There are 8 Baths, whereof! had opportunity to take notice 
during my ftay at ^t^da; 3 towards the Eaft and South-Eaft- 
part of the City, in the way leading towards Confiaritinofle ^ and 
5, towards the Weft-end of the Town in the way towards o/i 
oferiy and Strig^enittm, 

The firftjisa large open Bath at the foot of an high rocky hill, 
formerly called Purgatormm^ whereof the people have fome odd 
and fcruplous apprehenfions. 

The fecond is cover'd with a CufcUi and ftandsnigh the fame 
Hill, but more into the Town, and near a place where they ufe 
Tanning. 

The third is called the Sathoi the Qrm fihrh though ac 
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prcfenitlii^ljfiof ft redc&fourj'and ic ftands over againfltheC<«r4W(jw/?r* 
The water isfet, but tokrafele, without addition of cold water.It isampre- 
gnated with aPetrifying juyce.which difcovers it fclfon the fides of the 
Bath upon the Spouts and other places,and maketh a gray ftone .• And tlie 
Exhalation from the Bath,revcrberated by the Cupola,by the Irons extent- 
dcd from one Column to another, and by the Capitals of the Pillars, for- 
meth long flones-like Ice-ides, which hang to all the hid places ; fuch a$ 
niaybe obferv'd in many fubterraneous Grotto's, and particularly in £»- 
^land in Oksy-hole in Somerfet.Jbire^ and Pooles-hoU in Darby-fiire. 

The water IS let out at night, when the women have done bathing,who 
often ftay late. The Bath ij round fct about with large Pillars fupporting 
a Cupola, which hath openings to letoutthcfteam thereof; and yet the 
whole room continues to be an hot ftove. 

The Baths of the Weft-end of the Town are i . TaBulH or the Bath of 
theTdh; a fmall Bath covered: the Water white, and of a Sulphureous 
fmell. They drink ofthis as well as bath in it. What they drink, tliey re- 
ceive from a Spout, bringing the Water into this place. I delivered a^ .vf- 
yo//-piecctoaTurk,bathing init, to guild for me, which he did in about 
a minute, by rubbing it between his fingers, while the hoc water fell frora 
tbefpoutuponit. 

2. Barnt Degrimsne^ or the Bath o{ ihe Pe Wf r^/»i7/. It rifcs in an 
open pond near the high way, and mixtthwith the frefh Springs, fothat 
the pond is ofawhitilh colour in one pak, and clear in the other, as alfo 
cold and hot ijti feveral p .rts. This conveyed crofs the high way into a 
Powder-mill, becomes ufcful in making of Gun-powder. 1 hey conceive 
here, that this Bach communicates with the Sulphureous Springs at Dotit^ 
many miles diftant. 

3. Cu^Koculige , the little Bath or the Bath of ihe Saint; for which 
name theTurks give a fuperftitious reafon.Tis kept by Turkiffi Monks.Thc 
Bath, where the Springs arife,'is fo hot as fcarce to be endured ; but being 

let out into another bathing place at fomcdiftance,it becomes tolerable and 
fit for ufe. This water hath neither colour, fmell, nor tafte diflferent from 
Common water, and depofeth no iediment ; onely the fides of the Bath 
are green, and have a fungous fubftance all over. 

4. Kaflih, a very noble Bath, but part of the buildings was confu- 
med this year (1669) by a great fire which happn'd in Buda; but is by 
this time repaired by the Turks. The water is very hot, not without a pe- 
trifying juyce in it. The Building about is eight fqiiare, with a noble Bath 
in the middle ; with a circle of a Trench of water about it for the better 
ornament. On every fide it has a Nkhio^ wherein is a fountain. In the 
middle of the Antichamber (where they leave their cloaths) there is alfo 
a fair Stone bafon and a fountain. 

5. TheBathofrf/»^7i which hatha firong Sulphureous fmclf, and a 



petrifying Juyce in it ; and is f ; hot, that to make It toIerabIe,it requires the 
addition of cold water. This is tke noblcft Bathof any, Xhe Anti-chamber 
very 1 '.rge, the Bath-room cap (cious, and high-arched, and adorned with 
5. Cupola's- one a very far one, over the great round Bach in the middle^ 
and one lefTtr, over each of the 4 corners; where are either Baths or Bath- 
ftoves for more private ufe j In chefe the Turks take off che hair of their 
Bodies by a pfilothrum mixt with foap ; it being not their cuftom, to have 
any hair, except on tlieir beards; and,ak>ckon the crown of their heads. 
Twelve Pillars fiipport the great Cufola, between 8 whereof are fountains 
of the hot water, and between the other arc places to fie down, where the 
Barbers and Bat(i-men attend. And cachof thefe places have 2 citterns of 
free-ftonc, into Which are let in.ihot Bath-water and alfo cold water, to be 
mixt and tempered as every one pleafeth. 

Men bathein the morning,,and Wfimen in the afternoon. When any 
man intends to bathe, having entred the firft rooms, he findes there divers 
fervants attending, and furniftimg him with a cloth and apron. Then he 
puts ofFhis apparel, and having put on the apron, he eptreth the i^ room, 
wherein the great Bath is, an4 fits on the fide of the Bath, or between the 
Pillars nigh a fountain ; where the Barber ftronglyrubs him with his hand 
opened, ftretching out his armes, and lifting them up-, after which the 
parry batheth. then, if he be a fubjed of the G-Sigmrs, or, it be the 
cuftomof hisCountrey,hehathhis head ftiaved, and if a young man,his 
beard, except the upper-lip. Next, the Barber rubs his breaft, back, arms 
and legs, with an hair-doth, while he either fitteth, or lyeth with his 
face downward ,• then waflies his head with foap • and after throws cold 
water upon him all over his Body j and fo the party walks about in the 
rteatn of the Bath for a time. 

Thefe Baths are msde ufe of two wayes, either by entring into the wa- 
ter, or fitting about the Bath in the fleam. For the vapour of the Bath 
makes the whole room a ftove • and mofl: fweat as long as they (lay in it ; 
and feme enter not the water at ail,, but have it powr'd upop them>or elfe 
only continue in the fleam of the Bath; which fufficiently provoketh 
fweat. 

So much of the Baths. Upon the fide of Mount Calenherg, towards the 
North are Stones marked with Trees and Leaves. In the Hermitage of the 
Camaldtilenfes, feated upon a Peak of this hill, I fliw fair ones, with which 
they pav'd the walk in their Gardens. This place is 2 German miles from 

Not far from ^<j«»f rz-^sr/ is the Emperor's ^arry of Stone, onto^ 
which are made thebeft Buildings in Ficma: In which, where-foever 
there is a cleft or reparation of one ilone from another, the water falling 
betwixt them, leaves a petrification, thereby,as 'twere,healing the wound, 
by making a llony ca/las, not exadly like the p,irts,wfaich it- joinS;fogether. 

An 
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An Englifti mile from Freifiat in Hungary Honli-woxi, is a Quarry 
of Stone , out of which many great Stones are digged , tranfparent audi 
refenabling Sug^ircandy. 

At Banca^ two Hungar, miles [from fm)?4^ North-ward, is a Quar- 
ry of white ftone , nigh the Hot Baths of that place ; Over which is 
a lay of Chalk of about a yard thick, very beautiful to the Eye , as be- 
ing of all colors, except green; fo finely mixt, ftreaked, and (ha- 
ded, that it furpaffeth Marble-paper ; and the water dropping upon ic, 
doth as twere varni(h ic. 

At Schemnitz, in Hungary, famous for Silver-Mines, is an high perpen- 
dicular Rock, part of which, from the top to the bottom, is naturally 
tinftur'd with a fliining fair blew and green : And I have heard from a 
Spaniard, who livd long in the Weft-Indies, that there is alfo a rock, like 
thisnigh to tlhe Silver-mines in Peru. 

The Mountain of CUfura, being a part of Mount Hxmm^ as alfa 
Mount Pjrlipe fboth which I pifTed over travelling from Belgrade towards 
LariJfaiaThfaly) doe fliine like Silver, and day and night, either by 
the light of the Sun or Moon, afford a glittering pleafant fhew, caufed by 
the great quantity of Mufcovyglafs, wherewith thefe Hills abound. 
Thtxs ztc^Mo Talc Hm-rocks riigh S fit alt \n upper Cart»thia, as I have 
been informed by M. Dcw/Z^w, who livcth there. lam unwilling to omit 
an Hill nigh Sarvizza, two dayes journey on this fide Larifa, which 
confifts ofan earchof a fine red colour, out of which the red Earthen 
VefTelsof that Country are made -, as alfo the great number of -(4aV»/A 
nigh Tranfch'm in Hungary, there being 32 plentiful fprings of them; 
hkewife an Hoc Bath nigh Btllachernjua in Bulgaria , it being fcitua- 
ted farr from any habitation, yet well built by the Turks, and very re- 
frefhing to Travellours. It hacfl a red lediraent, and mikech a gray 
ftone. 

Being atLarljfaia Theffaly, where the (7r, 5f^;io?- hath long refidcd, 
lunderftood.thathe hadpaffeda good part ofth'e hot Summer of 16^59. 
upon the neighbouring mount Olymfm ; and; by the Interpreters to the 
Emperours Refident, ^ellluftriff^ SlgnordlCapinova, (who were ob- 
liged to attend the i'a/f;?« upon the mountain) 1 was inform'd that there 
was a Spring of a whitifh water upon that Hill, which was drank of by 
many perfons in their great heat and thirft, contradedby afcending iht 
mountain, but proved very deftrucftive unto them in 3 dayes, they then 
complaining of an heavinefs and coldnefs of thvir Stomacks till they 
dyed.
